The bandit instituted a new method 
in train robbing.

COURT REFUSES 
TO TARE CASE 
AGAINST CLERK 


Holding that the court of common 
pleas had jurisdiction to dismiss the 
relator from office, the Court of Ap­ 
peals, in a decision which was re­ 
ceived here Friday, dismissed the 
quo w arranto suit which was brought 
by former Clerk of the Courts George 
W. Sheets in an effort to oust his 
successor Charles S. Johnson from 
office, and to be re-instated in that 
position himself. 
The case was submitted 
to the 
Court of Appeals in Springfield Mon­ 
day. 
The text of the decision fol­ 
lows: 
“The relator, who was removed 
from the office of Clerk of the Courts 
by the Court bf Common Pleas, seeks 
to be re-instated on the grounds that 
the order of removal was invalid. 
“Article IO, Section ii of the Con­ 
stitution' provides: 
“ 'Justice of the peace, and coun­ 
ty and township officers may be re­ 
moved in such m anner and for such 
cause as shall be preicribed by law.’ 
“ Section 3056 G. C. provides: 
“ ‘Any clerk wha neglects to com­ 
ply faithfully with the requirements 
of Sections 3032 to 3033 inclusive, 
and the duties therein enjoyned upon 
him, shall not only be subject to the 
penalties now imposed by law, but 
may be removed from office at the 
discretion of the court.’ 
' “No special formality is provided 
by statute from removal of the clerk. 
“The relator’s office was examined 
by John A. Bliss, state examiner. wh<> 
made a report showing a malfeas­ 
ance in office and a violation of olio 
of the sections above referre dto. 
This report was made in writing to 
the judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas. 
The record shows that the 
relator was notified and appeared in 
court before said judge. 
The report 
of said examiner thereupon read to 
the relator, and the court proceeded 
to find and declare that the said 
relator be removed from office ftv* 
lailure to comply with the provisions 
of Section 3032 G. C. 
Even if a 
formal procedure were required, we 
think the findings of the state ex­ 
aminer constituted the c h a rg e ; upon 
which said relator was required to 
stand trial, and having been notified, 
and having appeared in court, tho 
fair presumption from the recorl, 
is that he had an opportunity to of­ 
fer his defense, 
“ We think the Court of Comm rn 
Pleas had jurisdiction to order tho 


removal, and the presumption, 
in 
the abience o f a bill of exceptions. 
is tiiat the evidence justified the find­ 
ing and judgment. 
We find no such 
irregularity in the proceedings aa 
would divest the Court of Common 
Pleas of jurisdiction of the subject 
mater and of the person of the re­ 
lator. 
“ It follows that the petition in quo 
rvurranto should be dismissed.’’

" ‘Justice of the peace, and coun­ 
ty and township officers may be re-, 
moved in such manner and for such 
cause as shall be prescribed by law.’ 
"Section 3056 G. C. provides: 
“ ‘Any clerk wha neglects to com­ 
ply faithfully with the requirements 
of Sections 3032 to 3o33 inclusive, 
and the duties therein enjoyned upon 
him, spall not only be subject to the 
penalties now imposed by law, but 
may be removed from office ai the 
discretion of the court.’ 
' "No special formality is provided 
by statute from removal of the clerk. 
"Tho relator’s office was examined 
by John A. Bliss, state examiner, wh‘» 
made a report showing a malfea",-j 
ance in office and a violation of one 
of the sections above referee dto. 
This report was made in writing to 
the judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas. 
The record show;- that the 
relator was notified and appeared in 
court before said judge.

the relator, and the court proceeded 
to find and declare that tho said 
relator be removed from office frv* j 
failure to comply with the provisions 
of Section 3032 G. C.
